Pride and Prejudice 


The preamble to the TIN* Charter 


says some brave tilings about the 
rights and happiness of individual 
men. The TINT General Assembly 
has an opportunity to put some of 
those brave words into practice in 
deciding the 
Palestine 
question 


which is essentially 
a 
human 


problem. But the preliminary steps 
toward its solution 
have given 


little indication of a new day a- 
dawning. 


TVe may say that the Assembly 


is groping- its way. We may say 
that the Palestine issue, like every- 
thing else confronting- the youthful 
organization, presents a new prob- 
lem. Yet it if clear that the dele- 
gates, behind a screen of intricate 
parliamentary 
procedure, 
have 


been bog^eo. down in the timeworn 
ruts of diplomacy. 


Ideally, the General Assembly 


represents one world of united na- 
tions. But the preliminary skirm- 
ishes on the Palestine issue fell 
considerably short of the ideal. 
The delegates' actions, for 
the 


most part, were as deeply in the 
diplomatic tradition as if the war

The Arab states sulked over a

They allowed their hurt feelings 
to be assuaged by an equally petty 
maneuver. The Assembly called it-

not make the final decision on 
Palestine or any other major ques- 
tion.

Washington—Some papers have 


been reporting that the senate 
passed the union reform bill with 
more than enough for two-thirds 
to sustain it over President Tru- 
man's veto. Technically it did. Ac- 
tually it did not. Voting for the 
bill were 21 Democrats, of whom 
six or seven are considered likely | 
to swicch and support the pres- 
ident, if ajid when he vetoes. Only 
four switches would be necessary 
to reverse the result, and as six 
or seven are considered probable, 
the issue actually lay ui peril and 
doubt. 


AFL's Bill Green has been yodel- 


Ing crescendo that the union re- 
form bill will reduce workers to 
slavery while the stock market has 
been declining, mourning that it 
is too little, too late. 


Certain more or less objective 


lawyers, who have been over the 
accepted final provisions of both, 
house and senate bills, do not be- 
lieve these substantiate the opinion 
of either side. They say the bill 
will amotmt to as much as the ad- 
ministration of it, no more, no less. 


A reasonable, fair, legal admin- 


istration of the 
proposed law 


would give the unions about as 
even a chance at genuine collec- 
tive bargaining as they nead. In- 
deed this might prove to be a real 
break for the unions to evolve from 
their mistakes which might have 
brought them to disaster, enabling 
them to escape serious conse- 
quences from the excesses whieh 
have plunged them into public dis- 
favor. This legislation may force 
them to do what they should have 
done for themselves, making their 
worst abuses difficult, and estab- 
lishing a legal union responsibility 
which will require good leadership 
by the union bosses. That could 
happen. 


On the other hand, a prejudiced 


union or employer administration 
of the law could make it either ef- 
fective on one hand, or punitively 
anti-labor on the other. 


No genuine bargaining right of 


labor is curtailed, although some 
union advantages are subjected to 
federal administration. Calamitous 
national strikes are made subject 
to a 75 day injunction, which would 
force a cooling-off period, forcing 
them to open public trial of the 
facts. This could, be a blessing for 
the unions in disguise, as a few 
more national strikes like those of 
last year wouuld certainly force 
some worse restraints than the 
proposed free trial in open court 
on the injunction process. 


The unions would be required to 


make regular financial reports 
which AJFL has been submitting to 
its members and public anyway. 
CIO will have to do the same in 
the interests of those who pay the 
money to it. Unfair labor prac- 
tices must b« paid for in court, 


to dissipate the idea that those 
countries which have a monopoly 
on the world's military power also 
have a monopoly on its wisdom. 


In the face of these possibilities, 


it seems a pity that the Assembly's 
preliminary discussions on Pales- 
tine have served to intensify rath- 
er than diminish nationalistic con- 
cepts and tensions. 


if damages are established. Union 
responsibility for their contracts 
is made subject to the federal 
courts. Certainly the unions can- 
not claim they must have unfair 
rights, must be able to damage 
business without liability in unjus- 
tified strikes or sitdown attacks, 
or be able to violate contracts at 
whim, while holding the employer 
to the same contract. A properly 
run union does not need the right 
to be unfair while holding its ad-

Similarly the closed shop is bar- 


red, but the union shop is maintain- 
ed when a simple majority of a 
union want it. The union shop is 
the closed shop. It requires that 
an employe jam a. union after he 
gets his job instead or before. Thus 
a simple majority of the union can 
force every employe to join the 
union. Thus the closed shop ac- 
tually is not banned by this bill, 
but made democratically workable. 


On all fours with this is the so- 


called ban of the checkoff which 
makes the companies collect union 
dues irom all employes and turn 
these over to the union. The bill 
says this can be done only when 
the individual employe requests it 
in writing. All the unions have to 
do is to gel their members to ask 
the checkoff, and if this is done, 
it will not be banned. 


Employers may talk. 
The un- 


ions do not need the silence of em- 
ployers to get their rights. Com- 
munist-led unions would be denied 
the rights of the bill for collective 
bargaining. This should help the 
union leaders to clear their unions 
of communism, which is what they 
say they want but cannot them- 
selves do. And so on. 


In all consideration of the pro- 


visions accepted so far by both 
houses, you can seethe unions gen- 
erally should operate more effec- 
tively under this bill if they wish 
to. But if they wish to sabotage it 
with a national general strike, or 
slowdowns, or question the fair- 
ness of courts, or merely supersede 
it by two-year contracts like au- 
tos, steel and other big unions, 
they can do these things also. By 
their tactics, they will largely de- 
termine the nature their opposi- 
tion will take. If mere than this 
legislation is needed to protect the 
public and assure a good produc- 
tive economy for the country, cer- 
tainly agitation for stronger ac- 
tion naturally will eventuate. 


This possibility is what the mar- 


ket seems to be gloomy about. 
England is now proving Socialism 
is a gradual approach to no pro- 
duction at all. A union class gov- 
ernment laust naturally give in- 
creasingly greater 
benefits 
to 


workers, reducing work and in- 
creasing pay constantly. England 
has already carried this proess to 
the point where she cannot produce 
enough of the only natural resource 
she has, to run her factories suf- 
ficiently to gain export balances 
and sustain a successful economy. 
But such tactics in the past have 
led to strong army governments 
which require enough work for 
satisfactory national production- 
the socialism of totalitarianism -n 
Russia which has not been espe- 
cially successful m its continuous 
five year plan and the socialism of 
Hitler and Mussolini.

Some American exponents of Yoga 
refrain from discussing it because 
it has been associated in the west- 
ern mind with magic, fire-walking, 
fire-eating and other 
quackery. 


Persons and publishers who would 
not dare ridicule other religions or 
philosophies 
almost 
invariably 


ridicule Yoga. To affirm a belief 
in Yoga is to invite the persecu- 
tion of ridicule. For this reason, 
an American politician who should 


leadership could not cure in a 
democratic way. or to prevent gen- 
\iine unionism from improving its 
bargaining position on a perman- 
ent basis. 


publicly declare ,even a studious 
interest in this outlandish philoso- 
phy would assume a handicap that 
would be politically fatal. By. his 
very profession or confession of 
faith he would surely frustrate his 
own mission.

The Guru letters, in the opinion 


of one authority on Yoga, %vho 
desires to be anonymous for the 
reasons stated above, do not indi- 
cate a mastery or understanding 
of the philosophy. 
He says they 


make nothing but juvenile non- 
sense to him. 
They do contain 


some terms that are familiar to 
students of Yoga. 
Krishna, for 


example, who is mentioned, was 
a Vedic, or-Aryan, d'eity, with the 
proviso, however, that a deity, in 
this philosophy, is the embodiment 
01 a 
principle. 
The Bhagavad 


Ghita, in the patient words of my 
authority on Yoga, is an epic 
poem, an extract from a veda, or 
ancient scripture, whose lessons 
were committed to memory long 
before they were written and are 
now preserved in Benares and 
elsewhere in India. 


The letters contain references 


to books by Prof. Nicholas Con- 
stantin 
Roerich, 
who 
is 
the 


addressee of some of them. Prof. 
Roerich's hooks deal with Oriental, 
intellectual and spiritual subjects. 
The Professor, who is addressed 
as Gui-u, has been a. student of 
these subje'cts for many years. He 
is primarily a painter but his 
devotion to a community of the 
whole world, at least in some 
phases of human interest, is sug- 
gested by his "Pacts""and "Ban- 
ners of Peace" mentioned in his 
biography In 1934, the year after 
Wallace 
became 
secretary 
of 


agriculture, he appointed Roerich 
to lead an 
expedition 
through 


China and Mongolia "in search of 
drought-resisting 
grasses 
for 


America". The opportunities for 
politics that would occur in the 
path of such an expedition were 
discussed at the time. 


Yoga ignores such mundane and 


momentary barriers ^ to the sub- 
lime, ultimate state^ of being as 
national hues. 
A 
contemporary 


American 
politician 
obviously 


would thwart himself if he were 
to propose the immediate or even 
the 
eventual 
obliteration 
of 


nations. Yoga also abjures or cer- 
tainly denies the importance of 
material possession. 
Here again 


the politician would challenge the 
strong sense of property in the 
American voters from the rich 
man down to the owner of a. fam- 
ily dwelling or an old automobile.

Wallace had no need to plurnp 


for the ultimate in this respect to 


get himself 
scolded as a pro- 


Communist. He had only to pro- 
pose that the American people 
should 
work 
some unreckoned 


millions of days producing things 
to be "sold" to Russia but with 
the tacit understanding that the 
Russian* would never pay .us. 
Still, he may have had in mind 
not the immediate great material 
benefit to the people of Russia 
and the present rulers, but the 
hastening of & day when mater- 
ialism would collapse into uni- 
versal poverty and all the races 
would assemble on a supernormal 
spiritual and mental plane. In the 
fulfillment, naturally, the remain- 
ing- Russians would 
DC present 


among other survivors, but their 
rulers and their imperial state 
would have vanished even as the 
U.S.A. Only the fit and worthy 
would come through the purifying 
fires to live in a sweet land of 
beauty and justice. 


It is unlike the Yogi, as of now, 


at any rate, to thrust their ideas 
on others. They are reticent rather 
than propagandists and crusaders 
for their faith and they hold that 
only the blessed and privileged 
elect, meaning themselves and a 
few applicants, accepted with dis- 
crimination, are qualified to under- 
stand. 


Wallace has talked and written 


much but he has always seemed 
to be withholding some of his 
thoughts. If these are truly his 
letters, he would seem to have 
had hours when he was displeased 
with Soviet Russia.

seen in Russia, may be as purely 
an incidental phase of the progress 
toward sublimity as 
the 
dirty

the way to the annual revival of 
the sons and daughters of I will 
Arise.

ers. 
'An even stiffer reduction, 25 per 


cent, was recommended in the pay 
allowances for civHian naval em- 
ployes. 
Complaining that it "is 


not at all pleased" by the "tre- 
mendous increase" in the number 
of civilian employes" since 1939, 
the committee directed the Navy 
to start paring the civilian rolls 
at once.

Laws and ideals are one thing; 
observances, 
performances 
and 
actualities are quite another thing. 
Nowhere, perhaps, in 
all 
the 


history of nations are there to be 
found more realistic regulations 
for the prevention of social in- 
justice and oppression that it was 
sought to establish 
among 
the 


Jews in their ancient homeland. 


One recalls the Cities of Refuge, 
the land laws, the provisions for 
the protection of 
debtors, 
the 


Year of Jubilee and other regula- 
tions all designed to safeguard 
human rights and welfare. 
And 


in addition to laws and regulations 
was the constant 
exhortation oy 


religious prophets to acts of benev- 
olence, consideration for the poor 
and a charitable spirit. 


Yet, 
in spite of all this, injus- 
tice and oppression were preva- 
lent. 
Then, as now, there were 
grafters and exploiters 
and self- 
seekers—lawless and 
greedy in- 


dividuals who cared nothing about 
what happened to others as long 
as they got what they wanted. 
There 'were betrayers of 
Jewish 
ideals, just as there are betrayers 
of democratic ideals and honorable 
standards today. 


Imagine some thoughtful, intel- 


ligent, hard-working farmers who 
understands the conditions upon 
which our life and welfare depend 
coming into one of our modern cit- 
ies. -He would 
observe the ease 


and luxury of those making no 
real contribution to society, not to 
mention the evil and 
corruption 
that are so flagrant. Then you 
can understand something of what 
the Prophet. Amos was to his times 
in ancient Israel. 
Amos was a herdsman. Accus- 
tomed to clean living. 
He was 
roused to indignation by what he 
saw, ."the dust of the earth on the 
head of the poor..the righteous 
sold for a pair of shoes." 


He saw the gross immorality of 
fathers and sons, the turning of 
judgment to wormwood, and the 
abandonment of righteousness. He 
saw the very acts and rites of re- 
ligion perverted, feasts observed 
and offerings sacrificed by those 
who had no true observance or 
sacrifice in their hearts. 


Amos represents God as saying, 
"I hate, I despise your feast days, 
and I will not smell in your solemn 
assemblies." But he calls for re- 
pentence: "Let judgment run down 
as waters, and righteousness as a 
mighty stream." 
Don't we need that call today? 
The association of righteousness 
with peace is not accidental. It re- 
minds us of the only time founda- 
tion upon which peace can be built, 
whether it be domestic peace, in- 
dustrial 
peace 
or 
international 


peace. Organization and negotia- 
tion are not enough. We must find, 
and build upon, a sure foundation 
of righteousness.

Washington, May 16—(AP)— 


The Republican chairmen of two 
house committees which deal with 
economic matters today challenged 
President Truman's assertion that 
there hasn't been much coopera- 
tion from congress to prevent a 
boom and bust. 


They said he should tell congress 


what he wants. 


But the Democratic whip in that 


chamber backed up the chief ex- 
ecutive, declaring the Republicans 
have been paving the way for a de- 
pression by "killing OPA, practic- 
ing false economy and offering 
confused leadership." 


Thus comment followed party 


lines after Truman told his news 
conference yesterday there is no 
necessity for a bust provided com- 
mon sense is used and greedy peo- 
ple do not get control. 


Hits Lack of Cooperation 


He added there hasn't been much 


cooperation along that line legis- 
latively or publicly. 


He said prices are still too high, 


but he praised the price reductions 
that have been made. 


Chairman Knutson (Minn) of 


the house ways and means com- 
mittee took immediate exception 
to the statement concerning legis- 
lative cooperation, telling report- 
ers: 


"It's an old, old game for the 


White House to blame congress. 
The president should furnish con- 
gress with a blueprint. 
Congress 


has done everything possible to 
halt an inflation spiral."
